Thank you very much for your letter of November 25. I am now 
at home in the recuperetive stage after eye surgery and am 
thankful that I am on the way to complete recovery and will 
soon be able to resume my duties for ANA, 


Regarding the Numismatic Agency, it is cur proposal that this 
agency be established within the US Treasury Department and 

that it will relate to the Bureau of Printing and Engraving 

in much the same way thet it will relate to the Bureay of the 
Mint. It should be understood however that the two bureaus do 
not operate alike and that the agency will have to be tailored 
to each according to their respective positicns and methsds of 
operation, ine of cur best erguments for establishment of the 
agency is thet it shall act as an information agency to ali 
coliectors of US coins, medals and paper money. Thus, déissemina- 
tion of information wouid be funneled through ene source instead 
of having to come from various sources as is now the case.

I am greatly dis- 
pleased to hear that you have not received replies thet are due 
you from the cheirman of the National Coin Week committee and 
will do what 1 can to see that steps are taken to improve our 
communications. |

Elub plaque, I am unable to understand why this should heave taken 
place and can see no reasonable excuse for its happening. I am 
asking that this be explained to me by both our editor and our 
executive director without delay. You will be kept fully informed 
as to the outcome of this matter. | eee 
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I know from my long experience in ANA that National Coin 
Week has not always run smoothly and that we have had serious 
complaints from one source or another from time to time, 

It was my thought thet by appointing Cd Rochette to head 
this committee, the National Coin week could be handled 
more easily and expeditiously than when it was placed in 
the hands of members who were often far removed from our 
headquarters or from the directing head of the organization. 
I still believe in the objectives to which National Coin 
week is aimed and do not want to see it fail, but must 
agree with you that if we are going to de a sloppy job, 

then we had better call it off altogether.
